Unsuccessful Christians 

Surrender is the secret of success. 
Provided, that is, we surrender to the right 
person; and the right person is not self, 
nor Satan, but the Lord Jesus Christ. Yet 
there are Christians, born-again children 
of God, who have not surrendered their 
lives unconditionally to Christ. He is their 
Saviour, but not their Lord. They are 
saved, but they are not disciples, and there- 
fore defeat, not success, is theirs. Here is 
the Lord’s own description of such an un- 
happy Christian: “This man began to 
build, and was not able to finish” (Luke 
14:30). It is an impressive fact that this 
terse description of the man who is a fail- 
ure is given in a statement from our Lord’s 
lips that begins and ends with a searching 
call to full surrender. - Great multitudes 


were following Christ, “going along” with 
him, and he knew that they had no realiza- 
tion of what was meant by following him. 
So he said to them that oniy if they were 
willing to forsake all could they be his dis- 
ciples. “And whosoever,” he continued, 
“doth not bear his cross, and come after 
me, cannot be my disciple.” Then he told 
the parable of the man who intended to 
build a tower, but who had not first counted 
the cost, and who therefore was doomed to 
defeat. Then came the conclusion: “So 
likewise, whosoever he be of -you that for- 
saketh not all that he hath, he cannot be 
my disciple” (Luke 14: 25-33). Every one 
who receives Christ as Saviour has “begun 
to build.” But only full surrender to the 
Saviour who longs to be our Lord can 
bring success to our life-long work of build- 
ing. Shall we not turn the whole matter 
over to the. Architect whose plans never

Two Kinds of Sinners 


Christ died for every kind of sinner. 
It matters not what the sin is: “God so 
loved THE worLD, that he gave his only be- 
gotten Son, that wHosoEVER believeth in 
him should not perish, but have everlasting 
life’ (John 3:16). But there are forms 
of sin that make salvation seem the more 


surprising. In “Bush Aglow,” the biog- 
raphy of Moody by Dr. Richard E. Day, 
we are reminded that the records of 
Moody’s ministry are filled with stories of 
“men, enchained of soul by all forms of sin, 
from gutter bestiality to sleek, moral re- 
bellion, suddenly moved upon by the Spirit 
and made’ new creatures in Christ Jesus.” 
This statement sets forth a striking con- 
trast in sin. The man who has sunk so 
low by drink, lust, unbridled abandonment 
to all the lowest that is in him, shows us 
abhorrent “gutter bestiality.” The respect- 
able, cultured, charming man who would 
never tolerate any such sins in his own life 
but who, denying his need of any Saviour, 
lives in “sleek, moral rebellion” against 
God, shows us a sinner who is harder to 
reach, apparently more hopeless, than the 
sinner in the depths of moral degradation. 
But our Saviour came to “seek and to save” 
both kinds of sinners. He has sought and 
found tens of thousands of those who were on 
the lowest human plane and tens of thousands 
of those who were on the highest — but 
still were lost and doomed to hell. We call 
them the “down and outs” and the “up 
and outs”; but both are hopelessly “out,” 
and to both God says: “The wages of sin 
is death; but the gift of God is eternal life 
through Jesus Christ our Lord” (Rom. 6: 
23).

The Reign of Fear 


N HER little book, “La Regne de la 
| Peur’ (“The Reign of Fear”), Madame 

Madeleine Chasles traces “the great 
drama of fear” down through the Scrip- 
tures and into modern life. The first re- 
corded utterance of Adam was, “I was 
afraid.” Fear followed upon sin. The 
black thread runs through book after book. 
Fear, the accompaniment of evil and dark- 
ness and the Evil One! It is the opposite 
of faith and light and Christ. Fears of 
Jacob, fears of Job, fears of the Israelites! 
Joshua and Caleb alone survived the 600,000 
of the Exodus, for they alone were of good 
courage. “Fear not, Mary,” was the as- 
suring preface to the Annunciation; “Fear 
not: for, behold, I bring you good tidings 
of great joy,” the introduction to the Beth- 
lehem message. 

Today, as hardly before, the contrast 
between fear and faith, darkness and light, 
is observable. Peaceful faces are rare. The 
marks of fear are on men in street and sub- 
way, troubled brows, preoccupied eyes. The 
fear of death is in hearts everywhere. “I 
have often seen men die.” (Madame Chasles 


Christ is the light of the world; 


was a surgical nurse in the World War.) 
“In the Infirmarie Marie-Thérése I have 
seen priests die,—blind, aged, infirm. 
Without exception they feared death. Yet 
they were consecrated to God’s service.” 
The literal rendering of the Hebrew of 
Genesis 2:17 is, “Thou shalt be dying of 
death.” Yes, before dying we are dying 
with fear of death. 

The antidote to fear, to all fears, to all 
kinds of fear, is the reading of Scripture. 
(“Que votre coeur ne se trouble pas” is the 
text on the cover of Madame Chasles’ book. 
“Let not your heart be troubled.”) The 
Bible is the Word of God. God is light; 
the Lord 
is a light upon our path. 

Thus the Bible puts us in a powerful light 
center. It saves us from the rulers of the 
darkness of this world, who engender fear, 
disquietude, doubts, sadness. But the read- 
ing of the Word must be in prayer, not 
in curiosity or to make interesting exegeti- 
cal study. Rather, with the heart of a child 
in all simplicity. 

The Bible also reveals to us God as a 
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living person. He is the living God who 
gives life; the God of light who enlightens 
our intelligence; the God of love who ani- 
mates our will, 

The Bible reveals us to ourselves, our 
total powerlessness, ignorance, poverty. The 
healing of all our fears depends on a single 
condition, “Except ye be converted, and be- 
come as little children, ye shall not enter 
the kingdom of heaven.” We must sur- 
render to Him, who alone has right of 
possession, ourselves and all that is dear 
to us,— money, reputation, all, if we are 
to be freed from fears. “I can affirm this 
from personal experience.” 

Lastly, the study of the Bible reveals 
Satan to us, the Devil, Prince of this world, 
the Adversary, the old serpent, the great 
Dragon, 

One of the gravest errors of our time, 
both spiritual and psychological, is that it 
ignores Satan and that we live practically 
as if he did not exist. Then we are sur- 
prised to discover, even among Christians, 
lapses into sin, deviations of spirit, a life of 
deceit. There is nothing amazing in this. 
Men do not realize the power of the Ad- 
versary that tracks them. Far from being 
chained and the Kingdom of Christ being 
established on earth, his wrath and that of 
the demoniac powers in his service have 
rarely been as strong as now. 

Satan is unmasked by the events of the 
day, in the manifestations of a godless 
Communism which he directs; but for those 
who read the Bible, seeking the plan of 
God, he is easily understood. He is the 
terrible adversary of Christ, ever standing 
in his path, from the days of Eden. Satan 
is on almost every page of Scripture. He 
directs men, urges them to sin and crime. 
He is the mouth of the rebellious, the hat- 
ing heart of those in revolt. He is behind 
cataclysms, he foments wars, he has himself 
worshiped in idols. 

As leader of the orchestra he conducts 
the Satanic ball. Often he acts upon the 
human body to cause sickness and organic 
disease. Our Lord healed all those that 
were oppressed by his power (Acts 10: 
38). His claw can be seen everywhere. 

But what is his most powerful ruse in 
our modern times? He has persuaded the 
great majority of Catholics that they are 
forbidden to read the Bible. He spreads 
the rumor that the Bible is a Protestant 
book, an obsolete book, a dangerous book, 
an improper book, a book of hell, a book 
that leads into sin, a book that endangers 
the faith. “All these phrases I myself have 
heard from the mouths of Catholics.” 
(Madame Chasles is herself an evangelical 
Catholic.) 

The Lord Jesus well knew what would 
happen. “Then cometh the devil, and taketh 
away the word out of their hearts” (Luke 
8:12). 

Is it not high time to expose the old 
Serpent who, not content with deceiving 
men regarding himself, makes them accuse 
God of being the author of his crimes? 
“Lately I have heard such phrases as, ‘I 
don’t believe any longer in God. These 
atrocities in Spain have destroyed my faith 
in him,’” 

He who provokes wars is Satan. He 
loads the machine guns and cannon. He 
‘ excites the nations to armament. If the 
Lord Jesus said (John 13:34) before dy- 
ing, “Aimes-vous les uns les autres” (“Love 
one another”), Satan says, “Armes-vous 
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les uns les autres” (“Arm [against] one 
another”). Those who charge God with 
all natural disasters, accidents, ruins, do 
not realize the lying tenacity of Satan, his 
hatred of God and of men. They do not 
read the Bible, and the Bible alone explains 
him to us. 

How dangerous to ignore Scripture! 
Satan well knows that the most redoubtable 
weapon at the Christian’s disposal is the 
Sword of the Spirit, the. Word of God. 
As Dom Gueranger says in L’Année Litur- 
gique, “Satan fears him who contents him- 
self with the Word more than all the 
Academies of Science and Philosophy.”

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The Bathtub Hoax 


In the Illustration Round Table of 
Tue SunpAyY ScHoot TimEs of September 
4 was published an account purporting to 
describe the consternation of early Ameri- 
cans when bathtubs were ‘first introduced. 
The incident, credited to good authority, 
told of protests from newspapers, phy- 
sicians, and legislators when, “In Decem- 
ber, 1842, Adam Thompson of Cincinnati 
filled the first bathtub in the United States,” 
the news of this having quickly spread. 
The incident—it was a most interesting 
and impressive one — was awarded the prize 
among the illustrations on that lesson, and 
the title was attached, “Human Judgment 
Not Infallible.” 

Then interesting letters from readers be- 
gan to come! A Pennsylvania reader 
wrote: 


Adam Thompson’s bathtub is here de- 
scribed as the first bathtub in America. 
Stephen Girard had one—a stone: one — 
in his home on Water Street, Philadelphia. 
Girard died in 1832, ten years before the 
date given in the illustration. 


A few weeks later came another letter 
trom the same reader: 


Since communicating with you I have 
learned from the latest issue of Readers 
Digest (Oct., 1937) that the prize illustra- 
tion is based entirely on the false history 
of the bathtub written twenty years ago 
by H. L. Mencken as a hoax! Please look 
it up and see for yourself. 


A Kansas reader has made the same 
discovery and writes, in part: 


Just want to call attention to an_ illus- 
tration which was carried in the Times 
entitled, “(Human Judgment Not Infallible.” 
It appears that the heading of the article 
speaks better than it knew. Kindly refer to 
the article in Readers Digest, October num- 
ber, under title “Hymn to the Truth,” by 
H. L. Mencken. 

About two days before this illustration 
came to my notice in your paper, or about 
September 17 or 18, the Topeka Capital 
carried an editorial on bathtubs which gave 
much of same information that was in your 
illustration. 


What a pity that the fascinatingly inter- 
esting and convincing “history” of the bath- 
tub must be abandoned! THe Sunpay 
ScHoot Times is regretfully grateful to 
learn the truth. It was such a good story 
—entirely too good, it appears! Sir Wil- 
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liam M. Ramsay, the New ‘Testament 
archeologist, once told the Editor that he 
had a friend who made it a rule never to 
let a good story be interfered with “by in- 
judicious adherence to the truth.” But 
THE SuNbDAy ScHoot TIMEs is not edited 
in accordance with that principle, and re- 
grets that it inadvertently shared this 
hoax with its readers. 

If “misery loves company,” there may 
be comfort in the fact that the Times is in 
a goodly company of publications and in- 
dividuals that have believed the hoax. Mr. 
Mencken’s “confession,” which Readers 
Digest reprinted from a book now out of 
print entitled “Prejudices: Sixth Series,” 
copyrighted and published in 1927 by Al- 
fred A. Knopf, Inc., New York, is a char- 
acteristically bright and humorous narrative 
of how he came to invent the bathtub story 
in an article he wrote for the New York 
Evening Mail of December 28, 1917. Says 
he: “This article, plainly enough, was of 
spoofing all compact. It was promptly re- 
printed by various other great organs of 
enlightenment, and after a while a stream 
of letters began to reach me. Then, of a 
sudden, all my satisfaction turned to ccn- 
sternation. For it quickly appeared that 
at least nine-tenths of my readers took my 
idle jocosities with complete seriousness !” 
His “historical” article was appearing in 
learned journals and the transactions of 
learned societies, was alluded to on the 
floor of Congress, crossed the Atlantic and 
was discussed by English and German pro- 
fessors, and finally “got into the standard 
works of reference, and began to be taught 
to the young.” 

Mr. Mencken finally resolved to “put an 
end to the imposture,” and on May 23, 
1926, published an article simultaneously 
in thirty great American newspapers, stat- 
ing that the whole tale had been invented 
and that “there was not a word of truth 
Te | tae 

But, as Readers Digest states, his story 
will not die! Perhaps the most amusing 
detail is the fact that, as reported by Mr. 
Mencken, after the Boston Herald had 
published his “confession” under a four- 
column head, with a cartoon labeled “The 
American Public Will Swallow Anything,” 
three weeks later the same Boston Herald, 
in its same Editorial Section, “reprinted 
my ten-year-old fake—soberly and as a 
piece of news!” He adds: “Do not mis- 
understand me: I am not seeking to cast 
a stone at the Herald. Little does the pub- 
lic reck what great sums such journals 
expend to establish and disseminate the 
truth. ... My point is that, despite all this 
extravagant frenzy for the truth, there is 
something in the human mind that turns 
instinctively to fiction, and that even the 
most gifted journalists succumb to it.” 

Tue Sunpay ScHoot Times owes much 
to its watchful, alert, and truth-loving 
readers, and hopes that they will contintfe 
their editorial watchfulness of these col- 
umns; assured that the editorial staff wel- 
come their help and will continue to work 
hard to keep as much error as possible out 
of these columns. But there is only one 
literary product of which the Trmes knows 
that is infallible in its accuracy, — and what 
a comfort it is to turn from all human 
writings to that! It is the one of which 
the Lord Jesus said: “The scripture can- 
not be broken” (John 10: 35). 
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Zionism’s Stupendous Failure to Acknowledge God 


The humanistic and unspiritual outlook of the Jews as 
they establish a home in Palestine

ORLD interest in the return of the 

Jews to Palestine to establish a 

national home is being manifested 
as never before. The “man on the street” 
wants to know what it is all about. World 
politicians are as worried over the diffi- 
culties encountered in manipulating their 
respective “ships of state” because of the 
presence of the Jews in the Bible land as 
were the ancient mariners over the pres- 
ence of Jonah as a passenger on their ship 
while he was attempting to run away from 
the will of Jehovah. Financiers doubtless 
are wondering about the probable effects 
of the present upheaval upon their invest- 
ments in the chemical works erected in the 
Dead Sea region and other industrial enter- 
prises in that land. “Religionists” are 
vitally interested—each group from its 
own point of view. And we who are be- 
lievers in prophecy are studying diligently 
each development with a view to ascertaining 
its significance in the light of revealed truth. 
Thus, because of these varied manifesta- 
tions of interest, newspapermen all over the 
world, keenly alert concerning news values, 
feature news stories concerning Palestine, 
and are forcing wire services such as the 
Associated Press, United Press, and the 
International News Service to render day- 
by-day reports of developments, 


The Jews, an Answer to Atheism 


Like many others in active Bible class 
work, I am interested in the Palestinian 
movement because in it is indicated the 
working out of God’s program of action. 
I frequently utilize references from current 
reports to illustrate my presentation of the 
Sunday Bible class lessons. 

My interest was kindled in the Jews as 
material witnesses concerning the fact that 
God is, and that he is a rewarder of them 
that diligently seek him, back in my teens 
when I was worried about atheism. Dur- 
ing that period of my groping in the fog 
of doubt, I viewed with a new interest 
church-going people and wondered if they 
could all be deluded in their concept of 
God. Other factors were considered as 
I continued my questioning attitude. One 
deciding factor was the Jewish people. 


Then there crossed the path of my life: 


a godly man to whom I unburdened both 
my doubts and my inmost yearnings, and he 
wisely directed me to seek guidance in the 
Scriptures and to continue in prayer. Sub- 
sequently, by the mercies of God, I was led 
into a positive, victorious faith in our Sav- 
iour, Jesus Christ, “who is the blessed and 
only Potentate, the King of kings, and Lord 
of lords.” 

Another reason for my interest in the Jews 
was a lecture I heard about thirty years ago, 
by Dr. A. T. Pierson, at a conference under 
the auspices of Moody Bible Institute, in 
which he urged the use of prophecies — 
fulfilled and those to be fulfilled—as a 
means of convincing men that “God is.” 
Never have I forgotten how he emphasized 
his belief that Israel would be restored 


For the past fifteen years Mr. Fegert 
has interviewed Jews and attended 
Zionist meetings in order to learn what 
is the prevailing attitude toward the 
great return to the Holy Land. Like 
the Israelites of Paul’s day, who were 
“ignorant of God’s righteousness, and 
going about to establish their own 
righteousness,” the Zionists of today 
completely ignore God’s prophecies 
and plans and look forward hopefully 
to the development of their own 
schemes for their new home. In this 
article Mr. Fegert describes the first 
part of a mass meeting held on Armi- 
stice Day last year, attended almost 
exclusively by Jews and addressed by 
prominent Jewish leaders. But in the 
last part of the meeting there was a 
great surprise, and Mr. Fegert will 
tell of this in next week’s issue of 
the Times. 








in Palestine in fulfillment of God’s prom- 
ises. Thus awakened to the importance of 
the Jews in Jehovah’s program for the 
world, I developed a habit of watching 
for developments. And by the grace of 
God, on one occasion, I was used to dis- 
seminate widely some of the information 
I had obtained. It was after this coun- 
try had entered the World War and many 
speakers and writers of that time were 
quoted as referring to it as “the war to 
end war,” and “The Battle of Armaged- 
don.” Many strange interpretations of pro- 
phetical writings were also given publicity 
in the newspapers. Because of these, I 
recalled a statement made some years pre- 
viously by Dr. James M. Gray, then Dean 
of the Moody Bible Institute, and I decided 
in my then capacity as Religious Editor of 
the Chicago Herald to publicize his inter- 
pretation of ‘the prophecies concerning 
Armageddon and a “warless world.” I 
interviewed Dr. Gray, and subsequently 
published a brief news story of about 300 
words in which Dr. Gray was quoted that 
the World War was not Armageddon in 
the Scriptural sense; that the end of the 
World War would not result in a warless 
world as nations would continue to rise 
against nations until certain prophecies had 
been fulfilled, particularly the one referring 
to the re-establishment of the Jewish 
nation in Palestine which would cause the 
real Armageddon battle. Dr. Gray told me 
several months later that he believed I had 
been led of God to write that story, as he 
had received letters and clippings that indi- 
cated its appearance in newspapers through- 
out the United States and foreign countries. 


Personal Interviews with Jews 


Since the World War, much has hap- 
pened to verify and justify the interpreta- 
tions of Scriptural prophecies by such de- 
vout scholars as Dr, Pierson and Dr, Gray 
concerning the Jews. Even persons who 
make no profession of knowledge of Bible 
truths are questioning church members as 
to the’ significance of day-by-day develop- 
ments. But, alas, many church members 





cannot talk intelligently on the subject and 
fall into that class to whom Christ said: 
“Ye do err, not knowing the scriptures, 
nor the power of God.” 

But strangest to me is a fact that I have 
discovered through personal interviews with 
Jews who profess to be intensely interested 
in promoting the plan for a “national home” 
for their people in Palestine, but who do 
not give God the glory. Their views are 
not spiritual but purely humanistic. I have 
been testing Jews on ‘the subject rather 
casually for the past fifteen years, and dur- 
ing that time I have attended a number 
of large Jewish gatherings held under the 
auspices of Zionist organizations. It’ was 
because I had discovered from my own 
inquiries that the Jews were promoting 
the Palestinian movement without God that: 
I was particularly interested in Dr. Trum- 
bull’s recent statements in THE Sunpay. 
ScHoot Times that the Jews were return- 
ing to their homeland in unbelief and that 
such an attitude on their part is in accord: 
with Scripture One recent observation 
of mine seems to me to be definite evidence 
of the fact that the Zionist leaders are 
ignoring Jehovah in their promotional: ac- 
tivities. Here it is: 


Ignoring God 


Visualize, please, the interior of the huge 
Coliseum in Chicago, from eight to eleven 
o’clock on the evening of Armistice Day, 
November 11, 1936. I was one of the few 
non-Jews among the 15,000 Jews that packed 
that hall in response to the call of the Zion- 
ist Organization of Chicago to hear United 
States Senator Royal S. Copeland of New 
York speak on “Palestine as I Saw It,” 
and Dr. Stephen S. Wise, President of the 
Zionist Organization of America, on the 
subject, “Conditions of World Jewry.” 

After the dignitaries seated themselves 
on the platform and certain preliminary 
speeches had been finished, I listened in * 
vain for any reference to God’s guidance 
in the work of these Jewish religionists. 
They made no’ reference directly or in- 
directly to any belief they might have had 
about Jehovah. None of the rabbis offered 
prayer. Rabbi Solomon Goldman, an elo- 
quent orator, after having been introduced 
by a Zionist official as chairman of the 
mass meeting, gave an oration in which he 
referred to Palestine as having been “the 
laboratory of some of the noblest ideas of 
the human race’; “a land of idealism”; 
“the milk and honey of idealism.” He re- 
ferred to the Jews as a long-suffering, per- 


. secuted people which “Father Abraham” 


had built into “a race that shall endure.”

Then he said: “We follow the belief that 
Palestine will be redeemed through ideal- 
ism.” 

No Jew at any time that night acknowl- 
edged God. Compare that attitude with 
the devout attitude of Nehemiah who, at 
the outset of his promotion work among 
men for the restoration of Jerusalem, said: 
“So I prayed to the God of heaven.” 

Only one religious expression came from 
Jewish sources at the Coliseum mass meet- 
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ing, and that came quite casually. A stately 
Jewish woman richly appareled and be- 
jeweled, sang an aria from the opera, 
“Samson and Delilah,” and was politely 
applauded. She responded to the encore 
with what she casually announced as “a 
Jewish folk song” and which she sang in 
Hebrew. The applause was enthusiastic, 
and continued until she repeated the song. 
Again it was applauded vociferously. Then 
the chairman announced, for the benefit of 
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that part of the audience who were not 
familiar with the theme of the song, that 
“the folk song is about the Redeemer, and 
when he comes, it will give joy.” 

Then came to me the big surprise of 
that memorable mass meeting of 15,000 
Jews. A religious message concerning Je- 
hovah’s carrying out his plan for the resto- 


ration of his earthly people came from an ° 


unexpected source.

The Heroic Struggles of Palestine Colonists 
By George T. B. Davis 


Overcoming swamps, malaria, and opposition from friends and enemies 























onies have planted their roots deeply 

in the soil of Palestine during the 
past fifty years. The establishment and 
development of these colonies in the face 
of great difficulties is one of the most heroic 
achievements in the rebuilding of Pales- 
tine. 

Jewish settlers have come from all parts 
of the world to work with courage and 
fortitude in helping to transform the land 
| from a wilderness to a country of fruitful 
fields and flourishing vineyards. The colo- 
nists realize that they are laboring not 
simply to earn a living but to have a real 
and vital share in the redemption of the 
‘land. 

The task of the settlers who have re- 
turned to Palestine has not been an easy 
one. For centuries, during the long dis- 
persion of the Jews, the land lay largely 
waste and desolate. The people who had 
lived in the country for generations had 
done little or nothing to improve the soil, 
so gradually it had become barren and 
unfruitful. For example, the once fertile 
and populous plain of Esdraelon, which 
was a part of ancient Galilee, had largely 
degenerated into swamp land infested with 
, malaria. 

An eyewitness. gives the following pen 
picture of the plain of Esdraelon, as it 
appeared before the Jews began to return 
in large numbers to Palestine: ‘When I 
first saw it in 1920 it was a desolation. 
Four or five small squalid Arab villages, 
long distances from one another, could be 
seen on the summits of low hills here and 
there. For the rest, the country was un- 
inhabited. There was not a house, not a 
tree. Along the branch of the Hedjaz 
Railway an occasional train stopped at 
deserted stations. A great part of the soil 
was in the ownership of absentee Syrian 
landlords. The River Kishon, which flows 
through the valley, and the many springs 
that feed it from the hillsides had been 
allowed to form a series of swamps and 
marshes. As a consequence, the country 
was infested with malaria. Besides, public 
security had been so bad under the former 
régime, that any settled agriculture was 
almost impossible.” 

Today the plain of Esdraelon is dotted 
over with flourishing Jewish colonies. As 
we drove along the Megiddo road and 
looked out over the vast valley filled with 
fields of waving grain, it formed one of

“Better to die for Hadera than to live 
without her!” Such was the spirit of 
the new pioneers who founded Hadera, 
a flourishing. agricultural colony in the 
plain of Sharon. But without the aid 
of Him who is pictured in the Song of 
Songs as the Rose of Sharon, though 
the colonists do not know Him, all 
their heroism would have been in 
vain. For it is God’s will that the 
Land shall blossom again as the rose. 
In this third article of his series on 
“Seeing Prophecy Fulfilled in Pales- 
tine,” which will continue in an early 
issue, Mr. Davis tells of interesting 
visits he made last summer to several 
of the new colonies. 








the most pleasing pictures of our recent 
visit to Palestine. 

The neighboring plain of Sharon has 
also undergone a remarkable transforma- 
tion during the past twenty years. Our 
souls were thrilled by the story of the 
founding and development of one of the 
oldest settlements in the plain, that of the 
Hadera colony. A friend in Jerusalem gave 
us a booklet he had written containing a 
stirring account of some of the struggles 
of the early settlers of this colony. 

Hadera was established in a district “no- 
torious for its deadly swamps. No railway 
was available. The roads were bad and 
dangerous. Neighboring Bedouins prowled 
about the huts, stealing whatever they could. 
Soon malaria broke out among the settlers. 
One after another of the pioneers was 
felled, old men, little children, and young 
laborers. The settlers could not afford a 
resident physician, and the nearest hospital 
was many hours away.” 

The situation became desperate. The 
question arose as to whether the settle- 
mént should be abandoned. One of the 
colonists in Hadera has written an account 
of how the crisis was faced with heroic 
fortitude: “Things went from bad to 
worse. The mark of death was on our 
foreheads, the certainty of death in our 
hearts. Friends and relatives came from 
other parts of Palestine, pleading with us 
to leave. ‘Save your lives!’ they begged. 
‘Save the good name of Palestine!’ Never- 
theless, no man stirred from his place. 
Were we to run away -from the battle? 
Leave Hadera to revert to its former state? 
How could we? Some even said: ‘Better 
to die for Hadera than to live without her!’ ” 

The colony lost almost all of its early 


settlers. They fought heroically against 
malaria, but it was years before it was 
finally overcome. In spite of all their 
trials they went steadily forward with the 
work of redeeming the soil. Was their 
sacrifice worth while? The answer is 
given in this description of the colony as 
it is at the present time: “Today, Hadera 
is one of the most flourishing agricultural 
colonies. It has some 5,000 settlers, and 
more than 700 houses. Malaria has been 
completely stamped out. Great orchards 
of oranges and grapefruit, lemons and cit- 
ron, surround the colony, which recently 
has become a center of meat and dairy 
produce.” 

Since those early days of the founding 
of Hadera great advances have been made 
in colonization methods in Palestine. 
Larger funds, also, have been made avail- 
able to help the settlers in scientifically com- 
bating malaria and other pioneer difficulties. 
This progress made in colonization work 
in Palestine would scarcely have been pos- 
sible save through the wise guidance and 
financial ce-operation of the Jewish Agency 
and its allied organizations. Through these 
combined channels more than fifty million 
dollars have been subscribed by Jews 
throughout the world for what might be 
called non-commercial colonization work 
in Palestine,—such as draining swamps, 
land improvements, agricultural and in- 
dustrial experiments, and health and e“u- 
cational services. 

The Jewish colonies are conducted along 
the lines of the latest scientific methods of 
agriculture. They specialize in intensive 
cultivation in order to secure the largest 
yield from each acre of soil. The coloniz- 
ing work in Palestine has been greatly 
helped forward by the Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station at Rehovoth and its sev- 
eral branches. They constantly send out 
literature to the settlements giving the 
latest results of their experiments. This 
has greatly increased the efficiency of the 
colonies. 

After spending some time in Jerusalem 
we were eager to revisit Rehovoth where 


we had had such an enjoyable time two 


years before.’ One morning we left the 
city in a motor car, accompanied by our 
good friends, Mr. Raad, the well known 
Jerusalem photographer, and Mr. Shackzai, 
the secretary of the Zionist Information 
Bureau in Jerusalem. 

On our arrival -at the Research Head- 
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quarters we received a cordial welcome. 
The secretary of the station was again 
most kind in giving us information about 
the progress that is being made along agri- 
cultural lines. One of the things that most 
interested us was a model farm of five 
acres. The project is being carried on to 
demonstrate the fact that five acres of land 
in Palestine will provide a good living for 
a family of five. The farm is being con- 
ducted on the most scientific lines. Care- 
ful records are being kept and the experi- 
ment is working successfully. 

Together with the secretary of the sta- 
tion we inspected the neat little cottage 
occupied by the farmer and his household. 
In the living room the elderly grandfather 
had been reading and becoming weary had 
thrown a mantle about him and fallen asleep 
on the couch before our coming. On the 
center table was the open book he had been 
reading when his eyes had grown heavy. 
It was the Book of Psalms in large type 
with comments or explanations by vener- 
ated rabbis. It gave us a thrill of pleasure 
to come into this colonists’ home on a 
surprise visit and find there those who 
realize that “man doth not live by bread 
only, but by every word that proceedeth 
out of the mouth of the Lord.” 

Presently the farmer came in from the 
fields and Mr, Raad took a picture of him, 
and a fellow workman from the station, 
as they stood near the little farmhouse. 
Before leaving, we presented them both 


with copies of the New Testament’ in He-* 


brew. They readily accepted the attractive 
little books and seemed to appreciate them. 

Leaving the experiment station we 
motored some fifty miles northward to the 
Nathaniah colony. We had heard that 
the High Commissioner for Palestine, Sir 
Arthur Wauchope, was to be there that 
day to plant an olive tree on behalf of King 
George VI. We passed through Rishon le 
Zion, one of the best known colonies in 
Palestine. Large vineyards abound in the 
district. The colony produces both wine 
and unfermented grape juice. Mile after 
mile, as we continued our journey, we 
motored through districts planted pith 
beautiful orange groves. What a trans- 
formation from the barren sand dunes of 
a few years ago to the fruitful orange 
groves of today! 

Later we passed through Petah-Tikva, 
one of the oldest and largest of all the 
settlements in Palestine. It has a popula- 
tion of 16,000 and has recently been made

a municipality. Soon we came to the new 
coastal highway that is being built to con- 
nect Tel Aviv with Haifa. Before the 1936 
riots it was a rough country road. Today 
it is a smooth asphalt highway, through a 
district dotted with Jewish colonies. 

Arriving at Nathaniah, we enjoyed a 
well cooked chicken dinner at a hotel in 
the colony, and then went with hundreds 
of others to see the ceremony. The tree 
planting by the High Commissioner was 
an interesting experience. Sir Arthur 
walked to the appointed place through two 
lines of colonists’ children, many of them 
wearing the colorful blue which is such 
a favorite among the Zionists. We stood 
on a little knoll watching the proceedings. 
After the ceremony the High Commissioner 
made a brief address telling of his interest 
in the land and in the colonies. 

That afternoon we motored southward 
to Tel Aviv along the famous plain of 
Sharon. It was suggested that we stop at 
a near-by settlement where they specialize 
in poultry farming. This colony is unique 
in the fact that a large proportion of the 
colonists there had been professional men 
— including seventeen doctors, eight law- 
yers, and a university lecturer! We had a 
pleasant chat with a stalwart colonist who 
had spent several years in consular service 
in New York City. As he told us of the 
work of the colony we realized that they 
were throwing themselves into the business 
of raising poultry with the same zeal and 
enthusiasm that they had doubtless dis- 
played in their former practice as doctors 
and lawyers. 

Fifty families in this colony have poul- 
try farms, and each family has at least 600 
fowls. They specialize in white leghorns. 
We saw some of the poultry runs, or en- 
closures, and the beautiful white. fowls 
made a pleasing picture. The annual sale 
of eggs by the members of the colony 
reaches a total of two and a half million! 

But what most interested and surprised 
us was their hatches of young chicks. They 
have two electric incubators—made in 
America— with a combined capacity of 
36,000 eggs at one loading! When I asked 
what percentage of the eggs hatched out, 
we were told it was about 70 to 75 per 
cent. Think of it, having a family of 
25,000 little “fuzzies” on their hands at 
one time! And there is still abundant need 
for poultry farms in Palestine as they im- 
port annually some two million fowls and 
one hundred million eggs! 
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That evening we arrived in Tel Aviv, 
the all-Jewish city, the metropolis of Pal- 
estine. We were tired but happy after a 
full day of sight-seeing. We had visited 
various colonies and had witnessed the 
marvelous transformation that is taking 
place in the land since the Jews have been 
returning to their ancient heritage. All we 
saw was abundant confirmation of ‘the 
prophecy uttered long ago by the prophet 
Ezekiel. By the inspiration of the Spirit 
of God he looked down through the long 
centuries, and uttered these remarkable 
words: “And the desolate land shall be 
tilled, whereas it lay desolate in the sight 
of all that passed by. And they shall say, 
This land that was desolate is become like 
the garden of Eden” (Ezek. 36: 34, 35). 

No journalist, writing on the spot to- 
day, could describe more tersely and aptly 
the change that has taken place in Pal- 
estine during the past fifteen years. And 
yet these words of the prophet were written 
more than twenty-five centuries ago! 
Could anything prove more clearly the di- 
vine inspiration of the Word of God! 

“Heaven and earth shall pass away, but 
my words shall not pass away.”

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


F WE take a piece of paper and list all 
| the qualities of the greatest ministers 

and preachers we have known, we should 
probably find that all these qualities in a 
high degree belonged to Paul. None was 
more fitted than he to write to young Tim- 
othy about the Christian minister. He 
was, by God’s grace and power, an exam- 
ple of all the things he enjoined upon his 
son in the faith. Most Christian ministers 
find themselves nearer to Timothy, who 
evidently had some of the weaknesses that 
we must overcome in our own ministry. 
Yet while Paul towered above his fellow 
workers in ability as well as in apostolic 
authority, he counted himself a fellow elder, 
and also a fellow Christian with the hum- 
blest believer. This study of the Chris- 
tian minister should stir Christians to a 
new sympathy and prayer ministry for their 
pastors and other spiritual leaders. But it 
is a message directed also to every Chris- 
tian. Not all are called to have an official 
position in the church, but each one is 
called to be a servant of Christ, and to 
minister as he ministered. 


The Historical Setting 
Paul wrote his first letter to Timothy 
before his second imprisonment at Rome, 


perhaps in A. D. 66. The second letter, 
most scholafs agree, was written during the 
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second imprisonment, and the date may be 
put at A. D. 67 or 68. 


Verse by Verse 


1 Timothy 4:6—Put the brethren in re- 
membrance. Lay before them, or suggest. 
These things. The false doctrines and prac- 
tices which were prophesied (vs. 1-5). A 
good minister of Jesus Christ. The word 
is “deacon,” taken from an old word mean- 
ing “to run an errand.” The same word 
is used of our Lord’s ministry (Matt. 20: 
28). The words of faith and of good doc- 
trine. In contrast to false doctrine and un- 
sound living. 


Verse 7.—Profane and old wives’ fables. 
Referring to such myths as are incorpo- 
rated in apocryphal New Testament writ- 
ings, like the stories of miracles that Jesus 
worked as a boy. 


Verse 8.—For bodily exercise profiteth 
little. Or “profiteth a little.” Probably 
referring not primarily to exercise in sports 
and in gymnastics, but to the abstinence. and 


other bodily things to which Paul has been . 


referring. The word “life” is not the word 
used of present existence (Luke 8: 14), but 
the rich word that is used of life in Christ 
(2 Tim. 1:1; John 17:3), fullness of life 
here, which is the foretaste of that which 
is to come; this does not promise material 
prosperity, but does include such length of 
days and material supply as is best (cf. 
Matt. 6: 33; Mark 10: 29, 30; Psa. 84: 11; 
Rom, 8: 28, 32; 1 Cor. 3:21, 22; 1 Tim. 
6:6; 2 Pet. 1:3). 


Verse 9.—This is a faithful saying. This 


expression occurs five times in the pastoral’ 


epistles (1 Tim. 1:15; 3:13; 4:9; 2¢Tim. 
2:11; Titus 3:8), and seems to suggest 
a current or favorite saying among Chris- 
tians, which Paul is quoting. 

Verse 10.—The Saviour of all men, spe- 
cially of those that believe,—the Saviour 
in the sense of the preserver and benefactor 
of all men, and of believers in a special 
way. Some interpret it to mean that Christ 
is the Saviour of all men potentially (1 
Tim. 1:15; 2:4), but only effectually of 
believers. ‘ 

Verse 12.—Let no man despise thy youth. 
He was to act so as to give no occasion 
for men to despise his youth. 


Verse 13.—Give attendance to reading, 
to exhortation, to doctrine. Reading the 


Scriptures in the public congregation, and. 


explaining and applying them in the power 
of the Spirit to believers (cf, 2 Tim. 3: 14- 
17; Luke 4: 16-20; Acts 13:15; 15:21; 2 
Cor. 3: 14). 

Verse 14.—Neglect not the gift that is 
in thee. Parallel to the exhortation to stir 
up the gift (2 Tim. 1:6). The gift is the 
supernatural call to the ministry and also 
the power for the work (1 Tim. 1:7). 
By prophecy, with the laying on of the 
hands of the presbytery. Guided by the 
Spirit (Acts 13: 1-3), accompanied by the 
symbolical laying on of the hands of the 
elders, including Paul (2 Tim. 1:6). 


Verse 16.—Take heed unto thyself, and 
unto the doctrine. Combining the two vital 
things, the teaching of truth: and the prac- 
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tice of it. Shalt both save thyself, and-them 
that hear thee. The benefiting and bless- 
ing of others and the blessing in his own 
life are vitally linked together. He is 
working out his own salvation, and he is 
the instrument in saving others and build- 
ing them up (Ezek. 33:9; Jas. 5:20). 

2 Timothy 2: 1.—Thou therefore, my son. 
Paul’s child in the faith was to imitate him 
(1:8, 11-14), in contrast to those who have 
turned away (1:15). 


Verse 4—No man that warreth entan- 
gleth himself with the affairs of this life. 
This is not a prohibition of any secular 
labor; Paul labored at tentmaking. But 
any absorption in other things that would 
hinder concentration on the warfare is an 
“entangling.” 

The Heart of the Lesson 

“Neglect not the gift that is in thee,” the 
Golden Text for the lesson on the Chris- 
tian Minister, is carried out in just one 
way: by stirring into flame that gift. The 
first fact here is that every truly called 


_ Christian minister has. a supernatural gift 


from God. Paul. labored mightily because 
he strove according to God’s working, 
which worked in him mightily (Col. 1: 29). 

When that gift of God is stirred up, two 
bright flames will be burning: the bright 
flame of sound, truthful doctrine, and the 
bright flame of a holy life. Nothing can 
resist such fire. This is the greatest need 
of the Church and of the Christian world 
today — Christian leaders proclaiming 
boldly the unsullied truth of God, backed 
up by an unsullied life lived in the power 
of the Holy Spirit.

beginning in Timothy’s day. No less than 
seven times Paul referred to the danger of 
false doctrines, in his letters to Timothy (1 
Tint. 1:3, 43° 471-55 62 3°53 6:20, 215°2 
Tim. 2: 14-18; 3:1, 14; 4:3, 4). 

Modernism. Timothy was a good min- 
ister of Jesus Christ. .There were in his 
day religious teachers who were ministers 
of Satan (2 Cor. 11: 13-15). In our day, 
due partly to a false view of tolerance, 
Christian churches are enduring many min- 
isters who are really ministers of Satan; 
they deny the truth of Christ, and lead the 
sheep astray. 


Ministers’ Spiritual Life Conferences. 
One of the movements of the Spirit today 
is the bringing together of the ministers 
of all the denominations who are hungry 
for revival, are eager to stand for the truth 
of God, and are seeking the power of the 
Spirit in their own life and ministry. 


Practical and Personal Applications 


Be an example to the flock. (Phil. 4:9, 
R. V.) 


Give heed to studying and preaching the 
Word. 


The call to the ministry is a holy and 
supernatural call. Christian young men 
should face the question whether they are 
called to preach Christ. 


A call to the ministry is not necessarily 
a call to the home field. Every young 
man called to the ministry should face the 
question whether he is not called to the 
place of the greatest need, among the seven 
hundred millions who have never heard of 
Christ. 


How much do we pray for our ministers? 
How much do we criticize our ministers? 


“We will give ourselves continually to 
prayer, and to the ministry of the word” 
(Acts 6:4). Satan’s greatest weapon 
against the minister —and layman—is to 
lead him to neglect the Quiet Time. 


Men of God, flee from covetousness: 
Ministers may, like Paul, take part in sec- 
ular things to help in their support. Ordi- 
narily God calls them to live by the Gospel. 
Let the minister beware of playing the stock 
market, and of being entangled in the af- 
fairs of this life. 
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How are we paying our ministers? (1

Guard against irreverence and fitppancy 
in social gatherings. The fruit of the 
Spirit is joy, but there should ever be the 
presence of the Spirit in the conversation 
and the conduct of the minister of Christ.

Is the Lord’s Day Practical ?—Godliness 
is profitable unto all things, having promise 
of the life that now is (v. 8). In Northern 
Canada Mr. Evans, the apostle to the In- 
dians there, induced a large number of 
them to become Christians, and said to 
them, “Remember the Sabbath day to keep it 
holy.” At this time all the furs were car- 


ried by brigades of Indians, and the ex- 
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change cargo taken away by them. The 
Indians had been in the habit of traveling 
seven days a week, but when the Mission 
was established, the observance of the Sab- 
bath began. At once there was opposition 
from the Hudson’s Bay Company. They 
argued, “Our summer is short, and to lose 
one day in seven is a terrible loss te us. 
We will run your missionaries out of the 
country if you interfere with our business.” 
There was downright persecution for years, 
but there is none now, for it was found 
that the Indians who traveled only six 
days and rested quietly on the seventh made 
a journey of a thousand or fifteen hundred 
miies without a single exception in less 
time, and came back in better health than 
those who did not observe the Sabbath rest.

The Busy Men’s Corner 
By William H. Ridgway 


“Religion Pays.”—Having promise of 
the life that now is, and of that which is 
to come (1 Tim. 4:8). This is one of the 
most encouraging promises and one of the 
most helpful in the Bible. Paul is giving 
young Timothy, his understudy, something 
he can use in the Young People’s Society. 
Paul takes Timothy out into the gym and 
tells him, in effect, that skinning the cat, 
the giant swing, the parallel bars, the rings, 
the gloves, and the calesthenics are all right 
as far as they go. 

These, Paul tells Timothy, are “profit- 
able for a little,” but the big thing, after 
all, is not the games and stunts, with their 
physical development. The principal thing, 
Timothy, my boy, that you should grind 
into your young people is the matter of 
godliness, for this includes all else that is 
good and wholesome. Godliness is the 
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one thing that makes sure both Down Here 
and Up There (Psa. 84:11, 12). 

It so happens as I write this note a 
veteran of the Great War has dropped in 
to see me as I sit here upon the porch with 
notebook on my knee, 

“Mr. Ridgway,” said he, “you have been 
a good friend ever since the war. As I 
live in Harrisburg I have never before had 
the pleasure of seeing you. As I came 
along the Lincoln Highway and saw you 
sitting here, I dropped in. You don’t mind, 
do you?” 

“Glad you did, old fellow, but how have 
I been good to you?” 

“When I came out of the war I was a 
nervous wreck and did not have a cent, or 
any prospect of a job. I found myself in a 
world that did not want me. But I put 
my trust in God and went to work solicit- 
ing subscriptions for magazines. You were 
one of my very first customers, and have 
continued without interruption. 

“But that’s not all of it. Your writings 
have been a wonderful help to me and my 
four children. You show how religion 
pays.” 

Yes, godliness is profitable — “Religion 
pays.” 


The Thinker.—Meditate upon these 
things; give thyself wholly to them (v. 
15). As I have told in this Corner before, 
Mr. Edison has had hung all through his 
factories at Orange, N. J., placards with 
the quotation from Sir Joshua Reynolds: 

There is no expedient to which qa man 
will not resort to avoid the real labor 
of thinking. 

Mr. Edison, before his death, autographed 
one of these and sent it to me. Yonder 
it hangs on the West bookcase. 

“Meditate” is a word from the Latin, 
and “think” is a word from Middle Eng- 
lish, but Middle England has Roman ‘re- 
mains, so they are relatives! 

As a race we read much, talk more, and 
meditate less. Mother exclaims, “Why, 
Johnny, I’m surprised at you. How could 
you be so rude to Mrs. Jones?” 

“Gee, Mom, I didn’t just think!” 

' And it is nine times out of ten, the aver- 
age “Johnny” goes along in his life jour- 
ney with an “I didn’t just think,” and in 
consequence gets only just so far and no 
farther. I like this old jingle. 

Four things a man must learn to do 

If he would make his record true: 

To think without confusion clearly; 

To love his fellow-men sincerely ; 

To act from honest motives purely ; 

To trust in God and Heaven securely. 

Note, “To think [meditate] clearly.” 

Those who write dispassionately upon 
economic, political, and religious subjects 
deplore the overwhelming lack of clear 
thinking among the mass of the people (1 
Tim. 4:15). 

One of the masterpieces of modern sculp- 
ture is Rodin’s great production “The 
Thinker.” It has been pictured in many.a 
print and cartoon. It shows a nude stal- 
wart figure of a man seated in bent posture 
with hand to chin in an attitude of con- 
centrated thought. It is a great preach- 
ment to those who have the capacity to 
“hear.” 

“What is he thinking about?” is the 
question often asked by the visitor to the 
shrine of beauty on the Philadelphia Park- 
way where the Rodin Museum is situated. 
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Now lots of loose thinking is akin to the 
light and jocose answer of the bright girl. 
“I reckon he is trying to remember 
where he left his drapery.” 
The masterpiece, to her, was only an oc- 
casion for a wise crack. ‘She was one of 
the “signs of the. times”! 


The Canal Sailor!—Endure hardness, as 
a good soldier of Jesus Christ (2 Tim. 2: 
3). Paul is telling Timothy that the voca- 
tion of a preacher and a teacher is no dress 
“peerade” behind a brass band. No riding 
in an air-conditioned Pullman with “diner 
ahead” and “berth made up” when ready to 
turn in. 

When you are working together with 
Him you are on a real campaign, and it 
will be mud when you march and the cat- 
tle cars when you ride. 

And don’t this Corner know! And don’t 
every superintendent of a mission Sunday 
school know. I have been on the same 
job for forty-four years. With me Sunday 
after Sunday were O. L. Channell and John 
W. Doan, until the Lord and Master said, 
“Come up higher.” 

John Doan never missed a Sunday for 
sixteen years in teaching a class of boys, 
until an affliction struck him, and O. L. 
Channell went down in the campaign with 
his boots on. Of the three that at 1.30 
every Sunday afternoon trotted the Rock 
Run Road I now trot alone... John and 
O. L. are the two who “stuck,” who kept 
the hand on the plow (Luke, 9:62). 

“Soldiers three,” Channell, Doan, and 
Ridgway, with no Kipling to sing about us. 
Poets don’t sing about soldiers of the Cross 
who are out to save life, but they sing of 
soldiers of the line who are out to kill. 

But how we Soldiers Three found joy 
in the hardness of summer heat and win- 
ter’s cold, as year after year it was, 

Tramp, tramp, tramp, the boys are marchin 

Up and down the rough old Rock Run Road. 

The whole success of any effort, religious 
or secular, depends on keeping everlastingly 
at it. “We will fight it out on this line if 
it takes all summer,” said a famous success- 
ful general. The Holy Spirit, through Paul, 
says about the same thing —1 Corinthians 
15:58; Galatians 6:9. 

There is no credit in doing easy things. 
I used to have in the Iron Rose Class «a 
painter named Bob Miller. For fun I used 
to call him my sailor boy, the “Ancient 
Mariner,” “Bill Bowline,” “Old Tar,” or 
any other nautical name that came to me 
when I was using him to illustrate this 
very point. The Iron Rosers would all 
laugh as I joked my good friend and Rock 
Run helper Bob upon his seafaring life. 
You see, he used to drive the mules upon 
the old Pennsylvania Canal!

1. When Paul said that Timothy would be 
“a good minister,” he was using the word 
from which our word “deacon” comes. And 
he was saying that Timothy would -be a good 
servant of Christ. This was not an official 
title, but something that might be applied to 
any Christian; but Timothy was a specially 
ordained official of the church. 

2. Timothy was Paul’s representative or 
apostolic deputy rather than a local pastor. 
He was to instruct the elders or pastors of the 
church. He himself was to do the work of 
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an evangelist, but he also did what we call 
pastoral work. 


3. This distinction between ministers and 
laymen that we have today goes back to the 
early Church. Elders were ordained in the 
churches, that’ is, men who were to be leaders 
and teachers of the flock. The elders were 
also called “bishops” or “overseers.” There 
were also “deacons,” who became officials ap- 
pointed by the Church for special service. 


4. Paul, who labored more abundantly than 
they all, is set before us an example of a 
Christian and as an example of a Christian 
minister. He enjoined Christians to be fol- 
lowers of him, as he also was of Christ. The 
things that they saw and heard and observed 
in him these things they were to do (1 Cor. 
11:13 Phil. 4:9; 2 Tim. 2: 1-3). 

5. The Bible does not promise godly Chris- 
tians material prosperity. Nor_on the other 
hand does the Bible say that Christians will 
not have worldly prosperity. Godliness has 
the promise of the life that now is, in a far 
richer sense than material prosperity. It refers 
to all that gives real meaning to life now, and 
includes such worldly prosperity as is good 
for us, and as results from our own dili- 
gence (Matt. 6: 33). 


6. Paul was not speaking primarily of bod- 
ily exercise in the sense of exercise to build 
up a strong body; here he is rather speaking 
of those “exercises” that deny the body, with 
a view to holiness. Also, his words probably 
mean that bodily exercise “profiteth a little,’

AY, fellows, it takes a real man to be 

a true preacher these days. No fellow 
with a yellow streak had better attempt 
it, for he won’t be happy on his job. It 
requires faith and grit, loyalty to Jesus 
Christ and to God’s Word, almost as in 
the days of the Inquisition. There are 
many pulpits where the preacher may not 
dare to declare the whole Word of God, 
and their number seems to be rapidly in- 
creasing. If the preacher wants to keep 
his job he must “trim” the Word to suit 
the pew. 

I heard of a young theolog fresh from 
the seminary who came to a church to 
preach “on trial,” and he had been warned 
that the wealthiest man in the church did 
not approve of sermons on “Sin” and “Eter- 
nal Punishment” and “The Atonement.” 
Those subjects might have been all right 
for earlier days, prior to this practical age, 
but they were all out of harmony with the 
present advance in culture and civilization. 
The young man’s best sermon was on the 
subject of “Repentance and Conversion,” 
and he wanted to present his best, but he 
trimmed it up something like this: “We 
must repent (as it were) and be converted 
(so to speak) or we will be damned (to 
some extent).” That is the way some 
preachers are trying to get by with it to- 
day, but it is not the Word of God. 

No, fellows, it takes a real man to be a 
true preacher. He must have. a backbone, 
and above all things he must be true to. the 
Word. You are indeed blessed if God is 
calling you out to be his minister. It is 
the greatest privilege any fellow can have; 
and if the Holy Spirit has challenged you 
to that high task, don’t you run away from 
it because it seems a hard and difficult thing 
to do, for you may be assured that. what- 
ever God wants you to do, he will provide 
the way, the means, and the power. And if 
God ‘is calling you to that service, I do 
not believe you will ever have any peace 
until you respond with all you have and 
are and can be. 

Many years ago I knew a young fellow 
just finishing college, who received a clear 
call to train for the ministry. But he had 
made his plans to succeed his father in 
business, his father having suggested it. 
He chose the business career, and made 
good at it. He built well on the foundation 
his father had laid. But ten years later 
that fellow, having married and established 
his home and with three children, applied 
to his denomination. to be received as a 
candidate for the ministry. It was a great 
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surprise to the ministers who examined 
him, and when they asked him why, under 
those circumstances of prosperity and suc- 
cess in the business world, and so late in 
life, he was seeking such a change, he re- 
plied that he had never had a moment's 
peace since he had turned down God’s clear 
call, Business was good, he was happily 
married, he loved his home life and rejoiced 
in his children, but he was under deep 
conviction that he could never stand before 
God with a clear conscience until he was 
an out-and-out minister of the Gospel — 
and they received him. But he said with 
sorrow he had wasted a lot of precious 
time. 

Now, fellows, don’t misunderstand. We 
cannot all be preachers and missionaries. 
Some of us—yes, the majority of us— 
must be in other branches of the world’s 
great work; and it is a blessed truth that 
you can be a 100 per cent servant of God, 
as a school teacher, a merchant, a lawyer, 
a doctor, an engineer, or in any cther legiti- 
mate business or profession. Make up your 
mind that whatever you are, you will be 
God’s dependable servant. Some of you, 
however, will get the clear call to the min- 
istry, and when it comes, Boy, don’t you 
turn it down!

E HAVE a strange lesson this morn- 

ing, for tiny tots and even for those 
a little bigger. It is a lesson about just 
what. kind of fellow the minister should 
be! Almost everybody thinks they could 
improve on the preacher, but I wonder if 
they could. The apostle Paul wrote a 
letter to Timothy a long time ago when 
Timothy was a very young preacher, and 
told him several things a preacher should 
and should not do. The one I want to ‘talk 
about is this. He told Timothy to endure 
hardness as a good soldier, and not to get 
tangled up with the things of the world. 

John is going to be our soldier this morn- 
ing, and we are going to fix him up to 
go to camp, and perhaps to war. Of course 
he must have his rifle and his pack, so we'll 
put them on him. Then I think we can 
hang his skates and his tennis racquet and 
his trout rod on his back somewhere, Then 
we have a book, — well, he can carry that 
in his left hand, and his bat, — what shall 
we do with it? 

I'd like to know what you are laughire 
about? Oh, you say he couldn’t shoot his 
gun if he had his left hand full, That's 
so. And you are afraid he has so much to 
carry he couldn’t march very well? And 
I think you are-exactly right. I’m afraid 
John wouldn’t make much of a soldier ail 
rigged up this way. 

But I wonder why Paul told Timothy 
preachers shouldn't be tied up with, worldly. 
things. Just as John couldn’t be a good 
soldier with all these trappings on, so a 
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preacher can’t be a good soldier with a 
load of worldly things in his heart and 
arms. 

Paul said a preacher should preach the 
Gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ, should 
put the people in remembrance of the things 
of God’s Word, should be godly, should be 
an example in word, in conversation, in 
charity, in spirit, in faith, and in purity, for 
his people. 

If he does these things, he will have no 
time for being interested in all sorts of 
worldly amusements, financial schemes, and 
fashion shows. 

Maybe your preacher isn’t just the kind 
of minister he should be. Do you know what 
to do about him? Our Memory Verse 
tells you, “Pray one for another” (Jas. 5: 
16b). I have known several preachers 
who were pretty poor at their job, and 
some of their church began to pray for 


~them, and they were changed. Don’t start 


out finding fault with the poor man, but 
just pray for him every day, that God may 
make him just the kind of preacher he 
should be. God can do it. 

Even little children. can help their pastor 
very much by praying for him, I wonder 
how many of you will do it?

IRLS, when the Lord takes control of 

a person, he can change that one so 
completely that his whole outlook on life 
is different. That is what happened to 
Paul, one of the brave preachers in our 
lesson today. Paul had been raised in a 
devout Jewish home, and trained by the 
best teachers in all the religious customs 
of his people. In his own opinion he was 
a very fine fellow, an excellent churchman. 
So splendid, indeed, did he consider himself 
that he thought he was pleasing God when 
he went with his crowd, even into strange 
cities, to torture, imprison, and kill peo- 
ple who were taking up the new faith of 
Jesus of Nazareth. 

One day as he was making one of these 
trips his heart was full of hatred and mur- 
der toward the disciples of the Lord. Sad- 
denly he was blinded by a blazing light 
and he fell right down in the middle of 
the road. God spoke to him, and then and 
there Paul realized that he was not as won- 
derfully good as he had always thought. 
He was a sinner, desperately in need of the 
Saviour whose followers he was persecut- 
ing. ‘While Paul’s eyes were blind, his 
heart was made to see that Jesus of Naz- 
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areth was the Messiah for whom the Jew- 
ish people had been looking all through 
the centuries, and that only through the 
death of that Messiah on the cross of Cal- 
vary for. him, could he find life. All the 
hatred and murder in the heart of Paul 
was emptied out and he was filled with a 
deep, burning love for Christ who had loved 
him enough to be willing to come down to 
earth to be misunderstood, mistreated, and 
crucified for such a sinner as himself, Paul. 

But Paul’s devotion to Christ did -not 
stop there. He traveled from city to coun- 
try, across land and water to carry the 
message of the Saviour to people: living in 
heathendom. He spoke to large crowds and 
to small groups, and here and there, with 
a few helpers, he would organize a little 
church. However, it was not all easy. 
Furious mobs beat his body until he was 
raw; they dragged him out of their city, 
stoned him and left him for dead; he was 
shipwrecked and attacked by robbers, and 
for a number of years he was held a pris- 
oner, all because he would not stop speak- 
ing about the wonderful love of Christ who 
had saved him and who would save all 
others who would believe. Even while 
Paul was in prison he continued to preach 
by means of his letters. 

On one of his many missionary trips he 
came across a young man who was full of 
vigor and enthusiasm. Paul started Tim- 
othy on one of the biggest jobs that any 
young person has ever undertaken, the job 
of assisting in the founding of the first 
Christian churches, 

Timothy was good material for such a 
task. He, too, had been trained in a strict 
Jewish home. From childhood he had 
known the Old Testament Scriptures which 
told of the Messiah. Then one day Timo- 
thy heard of the Lord Jesus who went 
about healing the sick, feeding the hungry, 
teaching the multitudes, and changing 
wicked lives, and Timothy became inter- 
ested. But when he heard of the cruel 
crucifixion and the glorious victory of 
Christ over death and the grave, he, then, 
knew that “Christ Jesus came into the 
world to save sinners” and that he was one 
of them. Later Timothy, like Paul, was 
also made a prisoner because of his loyalty 
to Christ (Heb. 13:23). 

Two of the most intimate letters that 
Paul wrote were addressed to Timothy who 
seemed like a son to the older missionary. 
In our lesson today we shall learn some of 
the advice Paul gave to the busy young 
preacher. (Read the lesson text.) Let us 
name the main points and list them in our 
notebooks : 

1. Hoid fast to the Gospel (1 Tim. 4:6). 
2. Be busy for the Lord — not just busy as 
a pastime (v. 8). 3. Be willing to work 
and to suffer pain or ridicule, if necessary 
(v. 10). 4. Be an example of the believers 
(v. 12). 5. Be faithful in the service (v. 
13). 6. Make use of natural talents (v. 
14). 7. Think of God; then live for God 
(v. 15). 8. Be faithful that others may be 
won to Christ (v. 16). 9. Endure hard- 
ness (2 Tim. 2:3). 10. Do not become 
entangled with the affairs of this life (v. 4). 

_ Let us repeat the Memory Verse. That 
is one of the secrets of a_ successful 
preacher. He must know God’s Word be- 
fore he can tell it to others. If we would 
all ‘start learning the Scriptures in child- 
hood, we would be better prepared to use 
our gifts in God’s work (2 Tim. 3:15). 
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You may give the stories you prepared 
as you would give them if you went out 
like Timothy and Paul to tell about the 
Saviour to folks who did not know him.

Prejudice is one of the most difficult ob- 
stacles to combat. The word is derived 
from two words which mean “to judge 
before,” or “to judge ahead of time.” In 
other words, the. proper definition of prej- 
udice might be the making up of one’s 
mind in advance. Charles Mildmay once 
said, “Reasoning against a prejudice is 
like fighting against a shadow; it ex- 
hausts the reasoner, without visibly af- 

fecting the prejudice.”

One of the favorite prejudices that we 
shall have to meet in young people who 
are not Christians is that if they accept 
Christ they will have to give up so much 
that is worth while in life. Those of us 
who have accepted Christ as our Saviour, 
and who are following him day by day 
know how utterly unfounded this preju- 
dice is. But do we know God’s Word 
well enough to help others who are bound 
by such a prejudice? It will pay us to 
memorize those portions that tell of the 
good things that God has, right here and 
now, for those who will serve and honor 
him.

Another prejudice that we sometimes 
meet in young people who are not Chris- 
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tians is the opinion that so many Chris- 
tians are hypocrites. Here again the prej- 
udice is unfounded. It is all too true that 
there are many hypocrites in the world, 
and some are found in the Christian 
church. Nevertheless, when many em- 
ployers desire workers who are trust- 
worthy and reliable, they are very much 
interested to find out whether or not an 
applicant is a member of church or not. 
H churches were made up of as many 
hypocrites as some suppose, church mem- 
bership would be the last recommendation 
anyone would want or ask for. 

3ut there is another answer to such a 
prejudice in God’s Word. Here we find 
one of God’s servants saying that even

He promises to any who 
will put him and. his Word honestly to 
the test that they will be convinced. He 
says, “If any man will do his will, he 
shall know the teaching” (John 7:17).

in New York City 


T IS refreshing news that revival fires 

have been burning brightly in New York 
even in midsummer. For the thirtieth con- 
secutive year the National Bible Institute, of 
340 West Fifty-fifth Street, New York 
City, carried on an aggressive outdoor evan- 
gelistic campaign. Meetings were held in 
various parts of the city under the leader- 
ship of experienced workers and attracted 
thousands who listened attentively to the 
Gospel message. 

One of the daily evangelistic meetings, 
from Monday to Friday, was held opposite 
the Grand Central Railroad Station in 
Pershing Square. The meeting was ad- 
dressed by Dr. Hurley D. Sheldon, an ex- 
perienced evangelist who was associated for 
several years with the late Dr. J. Wilbur 
Chapman. It was found that persons from 
various parts of the world stopped at this 
meeting, which had an average attendance 
of between 150 and 200 persons. Dr. Shel- 
don gave an opportunity at each meeting 
for men publicly to accept Christ as their 
Saviour. At one meeting twelve persons 
responded. 

A National Bible Institute worker took 
a group by invitation to a factory on Flush- 
ing Avenue in Brooklyn and held a Gospel 
service at 10.30 P. M. The attendance at 
the meeting was approximately 300. Twelve 
persons made a public acceptance of Christ. 
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One hundred Gospels were distributed to 
the crowd, which was composed largely 
of employees of the factory. 

One notable characteristic. of the Insti- 
tute’s outdoor meetings was the large per- 
centage of Jews who attended them. In 
some localities nearly fifty per cent of those 
present were Hebrews. It is not unusual 
for them to show a keen interest in the 
Gospel message. At a meeting held near 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Station a Jew- 
ish man received the Gospel of Matthew 
in Yiddish and the Gospel of John in Eng- 
lish. The Jewish attendants were oftea 
personally dealt with by one of the Insti- 
tute workers, who is a Hebrew Christian. 

At the Institute meetings held at Forty- 
seventh Street and Broadway, at the heart 
of the theatrical district, a chass of students 
was trained in outdoor evangelistic work. 
Preceding the meetings the members of the 
class met with the Director of the Outdoor 
Work, J. Arthur Springer, for Bible study, 
for prayer, for a discussion of the previous 
meeting; and were then taken to the out- 
door meeting where they were given an 
opportunity to bear their personal witness 
for Christ. These practice meetings were 
inspiring and impressive. 

One evening two _ Institute outdoor 
workers held a meeting at Seventy-third 
and Broadway, between 8.30 and 9.30. After 
this meeting they went to Sixty-fifth Street 
and Broadway and conducted a_ second 
meeting beginning at 9.45. The second 
meeting was one long to be remembered. 
It was interrupted successively by two 
women, both of whom were under the in- 
fluence of liquor. Then an ex-service man, 
who was intoxicated, took exception to 
the manner in which the American Flag 
was displayed in the meeting. He took it 
upon himself to move the flag and place it 
in front of the speaker. As it would be 
disadvantageous for the leader to attempt 
to speak with the flag between himself and 
the audience, the speaker moved the flag 
to another spot. This angered the ex-serv- 
ice man, and he made considerable trouble. 
Some young roughs came into the meeting 
and one of them snatched the flag from 
the hand of the worker who was holding 
it. It was recovered by the speaker, but 
shortly, one young man came up behind 
him and struck him on the head. with a 
metal frame in which a piece of glass was 
fastened, breaking the glass. The blow 
stunned the preacher, and for a while he 
was unable to continue. The crowd re- 
mained, however, until he recovered suffi- 
ciently to address them further. He ex- 
posed to them their own callousness. and 
sinfulness in standing idly -and watching, 
with apparent satisfaction, the vicious as- 
sault on an unoffending man. He faceé 
them with their sin, comparing their atti- 
tude with that of the mob which clamored 
for the crucifixion of the Lord Jesus, 
Finally he asked for those who recognized 
their sin and wished to receive the Lord 
Jesus Christ as their Saviour to raise their 
hands as an indication of that fact, and 
four men did so. This outcome sent him 
home rejoicing in spite of a sore head. 

One of the Institute workers helped twe 
or three groups. of Christians in various 
parts of the city. On Wednesday nights 
he took two or three others and assisted 
a number of Christians in holding an out- 
door evangelistic meeting in Brooklyn. Oa 
Friday nights he went to Queens Village, 
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helping another group there. A third group 
was helped on Tuesday nights. In this 
way the influence of the Outdoor Evangel- 
istic Department of the National Bible In- 
stitute is being extended beyond the In- 
stitute’s own workers, and the workers help 
other Christians to preach the Gospel on 
the streets. 

The outdoor meetings had an average 
attendance of over 4,000 persons each week. 
It was found that more than three-fourths 
of the persons present at the meetings were 
not members of any Christian church. 

Encouraging reports also come from the 
National Bible Institute’s two Gospel mis- 
sions (the Jerry McAuley Cremorne Mis- 
sion at 434 West Forty-second Street; and 
the Beacon Light Mission at 2350 Third 
Avenue) at which there is an aggregate 
attendance each week of approximately 
2,000 men. At both missions temporary 
aid is given to penniless and homeless men, 
and every night a Gospel message is given 
with great power. Converts are dealt with 
faithfully and prayerfully, and notable 
tratisformations of character, through the 
evident: power of the Spirit of God, are a 
great encouragement. 

The average aggregate attendance at the 
Institute’s evangelistic meetings was more 
than 6,000 persons each week during July. 
“Outdoor evangelism,” says Dr. Shelton, 
President of the National Bible Institute, 
“fs an unsurpassed method for delivering 
the Gospel to non-Christians who seldom, 
if ever, attend church meetings. At the 
close of one of the National Bible Insti- 
tute’s largely attended meetings, opposite 
the Grand Central Station, a business man 
said to the leader .(in substance): ‘This 
has been a remarkable meeting. If my 
observation is correct, you had more non- 
Christian men here today than we have had 
in our church during the entire past year.’ 
Our Lord’s wisdom is in his directions to 
his Church. Unless Christian disciples de- 
liver the Lord’s message to mankind, their 
prayers for revival are in vain. Prayer for 
revival, unless accompanied by obedience to 
the known will of God, is non-effective.”

Am I Intelligent? By John Raymond 
Hand. (Polzin Press, 1702 Winona St., 
Chicago.) This is not a study in psychol- 
ogy, but a brief examination of the credibil- 
ity of the leading teachings of Christianity. 
Some time ago a well known radio preacher 
made the statement over the air that, in 
these enlightened days, an intelligent, edu- 
cated man could no longer accept the Apos- 
tles’ Creed literally. This statement was 
too much for the author, who is himself an 
educator, He admits that in his early life 
he had gone far in unbelief and sin. He 
now knows that he has been saved. He 
takes up one by one ‘statements of the 
Apostles’ Creed and, after giving his rea- 
sons for believing them, asks again and 
again if the reader considers his confession 
as an indictment against the author’s intel- 
ligence. The book is ‘exceedingly interest- 
ing and is a strong defense of historic 
Christianity. 


Finding the Way. By Henry Ostrom. 
(Fundamental Truth Publishers, Findlay, 
Ohio, 20 cents.) Christian meditation has 
a true value that Dr. Ostrom does not wish 
to discount; but all teaching that guidance 
comes. from the “inner light” rather than 
from the written Word of God, he declares 
to be utterly false. His reasons are. four- 
fold: '(1) Such inner leadings may be of 
as many varieties as there are persons who 
claim them, which fact is shown by their 
own testimony. (2) They may be the de- 
lusions of demons. (3) God’s nature and 
will are never revealed through the im- 
agination of man, but only through the 
Scriptures. (4) God has promised to un- 
dertake the task of leading, correcting, and 
teaching his children by the Holy Spirit, 
who is always in agreement with the Word. 
The second half of this little book deals 
with Christian prayer in a unique manner, 
describing it as “a secret handed down to 
those separated ones who expect answers” 
in the Scriptural way and who are abso- 
lutely surrendered to that way. 


Our Lord. An Affirmation of the Deity 
of Christ. By W. Childs Robinson, D.D. 
(Wm... B. Eerdmans Publishing Co. 
Grand Rapids, Mich., $2.) The testimony 
to the deity of our Lord Jesus Christ needs 
reaffirmation in each generation. As Pro- 
fessor Robinson points out in his chapter 
on “Kyrios Christos,” there have been those 
who from the beginning of the Christian 
era have sought to humanize Jesus that 
he is no longer recognizable as the great 
and true Saviour, God’s perfect man and 
mankind’s God, who is revealed to us in 
the Scriptures. Certainly in our day there 
is need for scholarly and irrefutable testi- 
mony to the deity of Christ, since for many 
years now schoolmen, modernist preachers, 
and their followers have revived all the 
ancient heretical attacks on the Person of 
Christ that they could find. 

Professor Robinson gives us just what 
we need. As we read, we attam a loftier 
estimate of our Lord. His majestic unique- 
ness is made.so alluring that faith is 
strengthened. We are confronted with a 
Person before whom it is not possible for a 
believer to be independent and proud. The 
higher our evaluation of Christ, the clearer 
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becomes our faith and deeper our sense of 
obligation to him. So we are grateful for 
so clear and reasonable a_ reaffirmation. 
Professor Robinson calls us back to the 
real Christ of history, and differentiates 
keenly between the “Gospel of Jesus” and 
the “Gospel about: Jesus.” He gathers the 
statements of Scriptures regarding the truly 
historical Jesus and weaves a fabric of di- 
vine facts as to his rights of Lordship, to 
be worshiped, and to occupy an unassailable 
pre-eminence in the faith and devotion of 
human beings. Contemporary Christian 
literature is greatly enriched by the contri- 
bution of Professor Robinson, and it is to 
be hoped it will receive that careful study 
which it supremely deserves.
